MILITARY. 


Instruction in this department is designed to impart to each 
male student, not physically incapacitated to bear arms, prac- 
tical instruction in the school of the soldier, of the company, 
and the battalion ; the duties of guards, outposts and pickets. 

The drills occur not over three times a week, and, being 
short, they involve no hardship, while it is manifest that they 
afford a good health-giving exercise and aid in the development 
of the physique and manly carriage of the cadet. The entire 
body of male students is divided into companies which are 
officered by cadets selected for proficiency in drill, good 
deportment and scholarship. Cadet officers are regarded as 
assistants in the enforcement of discipline, and their orders, 
while on duty, are considered as duly authorized and must be 
obeyed accordingly. 

Cadet officers are expected and required to set examples of 
military deportment and general good conduct. 

A neat suit of gray jeans with brass buttons, black trim- 
mings, will be required to be worn by all males.

DEPARTMENT OF LANGUAGES. 


PROF. LEVERETT. 


Instruction in this department is distributed into two schools. 
I. SCHOOL OF ANCIENT LANGUAGES. bj 


There are four classes in Latin and the same number in 
Greek. The mode of instruction is by translations from the 
Text Books into English, and from English into Latin and 
Greek. The principles and idioms of the languages are care- 
fully studied, with a view to a better acquaintance with the 
principles of the English speech. 

Due prominence is given to Latin and Greek composition, 
and also to the Literature and History of Greece and Rome. 

Candidates for admission to the Freshman class must come 
well drilled in Harkness’ Grammar and Reader, Latin and 
Greek, or their equivalents, and must have read two books in 
Cresar’s Commentaries, and two books of Xenophon’s Anabasis.

The course of study for the various degrees is completed in 
the third term of the Junior year, and embraces Algebra, 
Geometry, Trigonometry, Analytical Geometry, Descriptive 
Geometry, Solid Geometry and Calculus. 
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' ALGEBRA 


(taught by use of text and reference books and frequent lec- 
tures) is confined to the first term of the Freshman year, and 
embraces the elementary principles; equations, simple and 
quadratic ; ratio, proportion, progression, inequation and dif- 
ferentiation ; indeterminate coefficients ; trinomial theorem in 
development of functions ; logarithms ; indeterminate analysis ; 
Sturm’s theorem and Horner’s method of solving higher equa- 
tions. 
GEOMETRY 

{taught by the same methods as mentioned for Algebra) is 
also confined to the second and third terms of the Freshman 
year, and embraces the treatment of straight lines, angles and 
polygons ; proportion, with its application to geometrical inves- 
tigation ; the circle and the theorems dependent upon its prop- 
erties ; proportions and measurements of polygons and circles : 
intersections and relative positions of planes; solid and spher- 
ical geometry, and under each of the subjects, a variety of 
original and practical problems, for class work. 


@ PL RIGONOMETRY 
(taught by use of approved text books and familiar lectures) 
is confined to the first term of the Sophomore year; and 
embraces general propositions in Plane Trigonometry ; equa- 
tions for sines, cosines, etc. ; the use of logarithms ; oblique 
and right angled triangles and their projection; Napier’s Cir- 
cular Parts and Analogies ; and in order to fix the principles of 
Plane and Spherical Trigonometry in the mind, applications 
are made to surveying and navigation. 

TO SURVEYING, 

in the theory, adjustment and use of instruments; rectan- 
gular surveying, as practiced on government surveys ; area of 
land ; finding section corners ; retracing old lines ; topographi- 
eal and railroad surveying ; field practice, with compass, chain, 
level and rod ;— 
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TO NAVIGATION, 
by problems in plane sailing ; differences in latitude and longi- 
tude ; Mercator’s sailing ; computing meridional parts ; sailing 
in currents; finding place by solar and lunar obseryatious, 


practical use of quadrant. 


DESCRIPTIVE GEOMETRY 


is taught in the second term of Sophomore year by lectures, 
and use of Church or Warren’s text books. 


ANALYTICAL GEOMETRY 
is taught by lectures and use of text books, and is confined to 
second and third terms of the Sophomore year, and embraces 
the Cartesian method of co-ordinates ; construction of equa- 
sions; transformation of co-ordinates, and properties of the 
Conie sections. 


CALCULUS. 

is taught by the use of text books and familiar lectures, and 
is confined to the Junior year. This study embraces Differen- 
tial Calculus applied to the differentiation of algebraic, expo- 
nential, logarithmic, trigonometrical and @ircular functions ; 
successive differentiations ; differential co-eflicients ; implicit 
and compound functions ; Maclaurin’s formula; Taylor’s for- 
mula; evolutions of indeterminate expressions; maxima and 
minima of functions of one variable. 


INTEGRAL CALCULUS. 

Elementary rules ; subordinate circular forms ; separation by 
indeterminate co-efficients ; rationalization ; formula for inte- 
gration by parts ; integration by infinite series ; successive inte- 
gration ; method of disposing of the constant of integration. 


TEXT BOOKS.

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COURSE IN NATURAL PHILOSOPHY. 
PROFS. HARVEY AND CONRAD. 


This course is divided into Physics and Astronomy. 

Students of all the courses pursue Elementary Physics dur- 
ing the last two terms of the Freshman year. 

Advanced Physics and Astronomy occupy the entire Senior 
year, and are studied by applicants for the A. B., B.S. and 
Engineering degrees. Agricultural students omit higher 
Astronomy, but take the course in Advanced Physics. 

Applicants for any of the other degrees take Descriptive 
Astronomy in the Junior year, studied without the aid of 
higher mathematics. 


COURSE IN CHEMISTRY. 


PROFS. HARVEY AND CONRAD. 


CHEMICAL PHYSICS 
is studied by the students of all the courses, during the first 
term of the Sophomore year. It embraces the physical prin- 
ciples requisite to the pursuance of Chemistry. 
INORGANIC CHEMISTRY. 

Students in the Scientific, Agricultural and Engineering 
Courses pursue Inorganic Chemistry during the last two terms 
of the Sophomore year. 

The course embraces three hours « week Recitation, and ten 
hours a week Laboratory work. The important Chemical ele- 
ments, and their principal compounds, are considered as to 
their occurrence in nature ; physical and chemical properties ; 
method of manufacture ; prominent uses. 

Each individual performs about three hundred experiments, 
which illustrate important Chemical principles. 
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Students pay for the chemicals used and apparatus broken. 
‘The chemical laboratory is free to all, but a deposit of ten 
dollars is required to cover expenses, and the surplus, if there 
is any, is returned. 

Applicants for other degrees take a course in General Chem- 
istry during the second and third terms of the Sophomore 
year, consisting of lectures with experiments by the Professor, 
but perform no laboratory work. 

ORGANIC CHEMISTRY 

occupies the first term of the Junior year ; is pursued by appli- 
cants for the B. S., B. A. and Engineering degrees. It is 
taught by text book and lecture, is made practical by selecting 
for illustration of the principles, compounds of importance. 
It embraces a consideration of fibre plants, starches, sugars, 
gums, resins, jellies, oils, fats, soaps, glycerine, candles, 
leathers, inks, dyes, vegetable acids, albumenoids, alkaloids, 
ete. 


ANALYTICAL CHEMISTRY. 


QUALITATIVE ANALYSIS 


is taught during the Junior year. The methods of detecting 
the principal elements and acids in the wet way will be fully 
illustrated by the analysis of sets of simple and complex com- 
pounds. 

The course will consist of six hours per week laboratory 
work, and recitations upon the principles involved. Students 
taking the Scientific, Agricultural and Engineering Courses, 
receive the benefit of Qualitative Analysis. 


QUANTITATIVE ANALYSIS 
is pursued by the Scientific and Engineering students, during 
the Senior year. Students in General Science will analyze, 
quantitatively, a wide range of compounds. 
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Agricultural students will confine their attention to soils, 
fertilizers, foods for animals, etc. 

Engineering students will make quantitative determinations. 
of ores, building materials, natural waters, etc. 


INDUSTRIAL CHEMISTRY 
occupies the whole of the Senior year. Is pursued by the. 
Student in Science, Agriculture and Engineering. Embraces 
a study of the chemical principles of the great manufacturing 
interests of the world. The work will consist of lectures,. 
study of dictionaries and journals upon manufactures. 


AGRICULTURAL CHEMISTRY. 
Students taking the course in Agriculture will consider in 
the Junior year, the chemical nature of soils and fertilizers,. 
also the relation of plant life to the soil and air.

COURSE IN BIOLOGY. 


PROFS. HARVEY AND CONRAD. 
BOTANY 

begins with the Spring term of the Freshman year, and is con- 
tinued through the first term of the Sophomore year. 

Applicants for the A. B. or Civil Engineering degrees do 
not study Botany. 

The first term is devoted to a consideration of the structure 
and uses of the organs of plants, together with analysis, clas- 
sification and study of the prominent orders of flowering plants. 
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Students do laboratury work, and prepare one hundred spe- 
cies of plants. 

The second term is devoted to a study of the Composite, 
Graminer, Cyperace and other difficult orders, together with 
a course in Cryptogamic and Economic Botany. 


CRYPTOGAMIC BOTANY 


embraces the characters of the equisetums, ferns, mosses, 
liverworts, ground pines, fungi, lichens, and alge. 

The ferns of the State are classified. The economic value 
of fungi and lichens is considered, also the prominent forms of 
injurious fungi. 

ECONOMIC BOTANY 


embraces a consideration of the uses of plants in the economy 
of nature and to man. It is considered under the divisions: 
fibre, food, forage, medicinal and ornamental plants, plants 
yielding dyes, gums, spices, narcotics, etc.

COMPARATIVE ZOOLOGY. 


This subject occupies the second term of the Sophomore 
year ; embraces morphology, physiology, classification, distri- 
bution in time and space, habits and uses of the prominent 
forms of life. The subject is illustrated by specimens and the 
use of the compound microscope. 


PHYSIOLOGY. 
Advanced Physiology is considered during the first term of 
the Junior year. It will embrace Human Anatomy, Physi- 
ology and Hygiene, 
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COMPARATIVE ANATOMY 
occupies the third term of the Junior year, and embraces a 
comparison of the muscular, osseous, nervous, digestive, cir- 
culatory and respiratory systems in man, with those of the 
lower animals. 


ADVANCED BIOLOGY 
will occupy one term in the Junior year, and embraces labora- 
tory work and classification. 


Applicants for B. S. and B. A. degrees take the entire bio- 
logical course. Engineers do no biological work. Physiology 
is required of applicants for all except engineering degrees, 
while applicants for the B. E. L. and M. E. degrees pursue 
Botany, Zoology, each one term.

COURSE IN GEOLOGY AND MINERALOGY 


begins in the Freshman year with Physical Geography, when 
the general surface features of the earth are considered. 


MINERALOGY AND LITHOLOGICAL GEOLOGY 
occupy the first term of the Junior year, and consider rock 
masses and mineral species. The work is impressed by cabi- 
net specimens and blow-pipe analysis. State minerals receive 
special consideration. 


DYNAMICAL AND HISTORICAL GEOLOGY 
occupy the second and third terms of the Junior year. Suc- 
cession of strata, characteristic fossils, division of formations 
into times, ages and periods, geology of the State, methods of 
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conducting geological surveys, field work, succession of strata 
in this region, economic geology, changes our earth has under- 
gone in rock formations, vegetable and animal life, causes that 
have and are still modifying the features of the earth.

APPLIED MATHEMATICS. 


PROF. GORDON. 


For students wishing to pursue the Engineering Course, a 
course of special training in English, French, German, Ele- 
mentary Mathematics and Drawing has been provided, embrac- 
ing two years in the Preparatory Department, and the first 
year in Collegiate Department. 

The School of Applied Mathematics is designed as the basis 
of the courses in Civil Engineering and Mining Engineering. 
The work proper begins with the first term of the second or 
Sophomore year, and embraces a three years’ course in the ap- 
plications of Pure Mathematics to the solutions of such prob- 
lems as are constantly presented to the practical engineer, 

The course is divided as follows : 

GEODESY. 

In this branch are discussed the different methods of survey- 
ing and dividing land, whether in large or small tracts, level- 
ing, topographical surveying, general theory and use of field 
instruments. Students are required to make plats and calcula- 
tions from data determined by themselves on the field. Higher 
Geodesy and the projection of maps will be taught in the sec- 
ond term of the third year. 
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PARALLEL PROJECTIONS. 


This subject is here extended to more complex problems 
than are required in Pure Mathematics. Each of the systems, 
orthogonal, axonometric and oblique are discussed, and stu- 
dents construct the projections of various objects presented. 

(C) CENTRAL PROJECTIONS.* 

Under this head the principles of linear perspective are fully 
considered, and students construct the perspective of various 
objects both simple and regular in form. 

ROADS, RAILWAYS, TUNNELS AND CANALS. 

The principles of the construction of each of these are fully 
presented, and as far as practicable, students are required to 
apply for themselves these principles in the field, in laying out 
and staking curves, computing various cuts and fills, ete. 

STRENGTH OF MATERIALS. 

In this branch the power of resistance of different materials 
and the caleulation of the various strains to which they are sub- 
jected are taught, and the student is required to apply his 
knowledge for the solution of a number of problems relating 
to the stability of different structures. 

(C) ARCHES, BRIDGES, ROOFS.* 

The general principles of the arch and its modifications are 
given, together with the calculations of its strength. The 
various kinds of bridges are discussed. Particular attention is 
paid to the forms of truss used in the construction of roofs. 
Students make the working drawings for different construc- 
tions, and calculate the stability required in the various parts. - 

(C) ARCHITECTURE.* 

This subject is devoted to the consideration of the different 
ancient orders and their modifications, with a brief history of 
the same. Special attention is given to the modern styles of 
public and private buildings. Plans, elevations and perspective 
drawings of various kinds of buildings are made by students. 


* Subjects marked (C) are only coqueres in the course of Civil Engineering; those 
not otherwise designated are studied in each course. 


4 
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MACHINES AND MACHINERY. 

The subject embraces the gearing of machinery, study of 
various machines in detail, construction of mill-work, aud a 
course in design. 

HYDRAULIC ENGINEERING 

In this branch of the subject are taught the methods of col- 
lecting, conveying and distributing water for city supplies and 
manufacturing purposes ; construction of reservoirs and sew- 
ers; theory of river and coast improvements, and theory of 
Hydraulic motors. 

ENGINES. 

The student has his attention drawn to the mechanism, work- 
ing and use of various kinds of steam and gas engines, locomo- 
tives, ete. 

(M) MINING.* 

Here are studied the various operations of sinking vertical 
and inclined shafts and driving tunnels ; the means of ventila- 
ting mines—the machinery used; and the estimation of costs 
in working a mine. 

(M) UNDERGROUND SURVEYING.* 

Under this head are taught the methods of laying out work 

underground, and the construction of lines of communication 


beneath the surface. 
(M) UNDERGROUND STRUCTURES.* 
In this subject the attention of the student is called to the 


constructions that are necessary in mining; and as far as pos- 
sible an idea is given him of the circumstances on which these 
will depend, and the best means of securing stable structures 
in any given case. 
DRAWING. 
In this course the use of drafting instruments is taught, and 


the student is gradually led from the representation of simple 
objects to those more complex in form. Students in the course 


* Subjects marked \M) are only required in the course of Mining Engineering. 
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of civil engineering pursue this branch throughout the entire 
three years; for those in Mining Engineering the subject is 
not carried to the same extent. But in both courses it is as 
far as possible made parallel with the above mentioned 
branches. Each student is required to execute for himself 
such drawings as serve to impress the principles taught under 
the different subjects. 

A commodious drawing room has been fitted up with the 
most approved style of furniture. But each student has to 
provide himself with suitable drafting instruments. The cost 
of such a set will be about fifteen dollars. 

FIELD WORK. 

The Engineering Department is furnished with surveyor’s 
and engineer’s field instruments of the best construction. 
These are taken separately and explained to the class. Students 
are then required to apply their knowledge to the making of 
actual surveys, laying out and staking curves, running levels, 
calculating cuts, fills, ete. 

This work, like the course in drawing, is more limited for 
the students in mining engineering, but for those in civil engi- 
neering it extends through the entire course. Students in 
each class are required to show skill and ability for the per- 
formance of the field operations of their profession.

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PREPARATORY COURSE. 


Students are not admitted into this department until they 
have become thoroughly familiar with the fundamental princi- 
ples of Arithmetic, viz: Addition, Subtraction, Multiplication, 
Division, and first in order and in importance, notation and 
numeration. In reading, they must be able to understand 
and intelligently render specimens of the grade of the Fourth 
Reader, must have a knowledge of Primary English Grammar, 
Primary Geography, the rudiments of penmanship and 
the spelling of ordinary words of the grade of the Fourth 
Reader. 

In reading, the aim will be first, to develop in the student a 
full, complete and definite idea of the meaning of the sentence ; 
second, to obtain from the student a natural, easy and grace- 
ful expression of the entire thought, as expressed in the sen- 
tence. 

Spelling will be required of students throughout the entire 
course, and an endeavor made to secure the correct use of let- 
ters and other marks in the formation of every word used. 

English Grammar will be taught by requiring the students 
to form sentences of their own,as well us to analyze those of 
others. Thus Grammar and Composition will go hand in hand. 
The student will gradually be led from the simplest construc- 
tions to those the most difficult and abstruse. The instruction 
of the C class will be oral, but as the comprehension of the 
student enables him to use books to advantage, they will be 
placed in his hands. 

In Arithmetic, processes precede principles, and the object 
will be to obtain first, a full understanding of methods, then 
accuracy in work and finally rapidity. The old German pro- 
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will be observed. Each recitation 
The subject 


verb ‘‘make haste slowly’ 
will be conducted both orally and in writing.. 
will be taught both as an art and a science. 

Arithmetic is completed in the A year. 

Algebra is taught only in the Sub-Freshman class. Students 
are required faithfully to master everything to equations of the 
second degree. Much parallel and collateral work is given. 

Oral geography will begin in the C class, with map drawing 
and familiar lessons concerning known localities, and as the 
comprehension of the student enables him to use text books to 
advantage, they will be placed in his hands. Map drawing 
will be continued until the course is finished. 

United States History occupies the entire year, at the close 
of which, a rigid examination is had upon the entire ground. 
It is only required in the English course. 

Drawiug is only required in the Scientific, Agricultural and 
Engineering courses. It will be taught only as applied to 
mathematics and sciences. 

French and German are required in the same courses. The 
elementary principles of the languages are first taught. The 
student is then exercised in making translations, both oral and 
written, from these languages into English and vice versa. 

The course in Latin is two years, including the thorough 
mastery of the Ist and 2nd books of Cisar’s Commentaries, 
as well as the principles of the grammar. The same system 
of translations as pursued in German and French will be re- 
quired. Its study is confined to the Classical course. 

Greek will be taken up in the Sub-Freshman class, the in- 
flections of the words, the construction of sentences, und trans- 
lating from Greek to English and from English to Greek re- 
qnired.

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GENERAL INFORMATION. 


This institution was established in accordance with an Act 
of Congress, making a grant of land for its benefit, and in ac- 
cordance with un Act of the General Assembly of this State, 
carrying out the object of said grant. 


AIM OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


The aim of the University is to comply strictly with the Acts 
of Congress and the General Assembly of this State, in pro- 
viding for and establishing it; and in order to this end, the 
University is **to teach such branches of learning as are re- 
lated to agriculture and the mechanic arts, without excluding 
other scientific and classical studies, and including military 
tactics.’”’ 


LOCATION. 

The Arkansas Industrial University is located within the cor- 
porate limits of the town of Fayetteville, Washington county. 
The location is thought to be unsurpassed by any other locality 
in the State, in salubrity of climate, beauty of surrounding 
scenery, fertility of soil, variety and perfection of agricultural 
and horticultural productions, and in the morality and intelli- 
gence of its people. 


TERMS AND VACATION. 

The Scholastic year of the University consists of two terms 
of thirteen weeks each, ane one term of fourteen weeks. There 
is a vacation of one week at Christmas, but no vacation be- 
tween terms. 
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The terms commence and end as indicated by the following : 
CALENDAR FOR THE SCHOLASTIC YEAR 1880-81. 


The Autumn Term will commence on the 6th of September, 
1880, and close December 3, 1880. : 
The Winter Term will commence December 6, 1880, and 
close March 6, 1881. 
The Spring Term will commence March 9, 1881, and close 
June 11, 1881. 
DEMERIT AND GRADING SYSTEM. 


All violations of University Law, and all neglects of duty, 
bring upon the student a certain number of demerits propor- 
tional to the gravity of the offense, and 200 of these demerits 
will dismiss him. Every recitation of each student is marked 
according to its merit, using 100 as the maximum, and the 
average of all these marks is compounded with the examination 
and conduct marks, so as to determine the general or final 
average, and in making up the averages, each study counts in 
proportion to the number of recitations for the week, while 
conduct counts with the study taken the greatest number of 
times per week. 

Sach demerit received for the term takes off one-half of one 
from the deportment mark, thus, if a student have ten demer- 
its, his deportment mark will be 95, which counts as a study 
mark. 

The first man in each class of the Collegiate Department is 
indicated in the catalogue by the number 1, and the second by 
number 2, ete., ete.

REQUIREMENTS. 


UNIFORM. 
FOR LADIES. 


For Spring and Autumn, gray dresses, white aprons, and 
blue gingham sun-bonnets. 

For Winter, black dresses, white aprons, scarlet zephyr 
hoods, and black wraps. Sailor hats for Sabbath wear in all 
seasons. 


Such fabries as silks and satins will not be tolerated. 
FOR GENTLEMEN. 


A neat suit of gray jeans, with brass buttons, black trim- 
mings. This dress is obligatory on all males. 

The following is the description : 

Coat—(Full Dress) ; Frock, of gray material ; jeans, single 
breasted ; nine buttons in front, four buttons on skirt in rear, 
three small buttons on each cuff. The skirt to extend from 
one-half to three-fourths the distance from the hip-joint to the 
bend of the knee. Coat to be piped with black ; standing col- 
lar, not less than one nor more than two inches in width, of 
black cloth, cut square to hook close in front. Skirt of coat, 
on each side of spring behind, to be faced with black cloth ; 
two bands of black cloth, one-half inch in width, and one inch 
apart, on each sleeve, two and one-half inches from the end. 

BiouseE—( For Squad and Company Drill, and other duty 
when authorized by proper authority, and for ordinary wear) : 
A sack coat of a good article of gray jeans, falling collar, sin- 
gle breasted, with five buttons in front, and three on each cuff ; 
the skirt to extend from one-third to two-thirds of the distance 
from the hip-joint to the bend of the knee ; no outside pockets ; 
piped with black. 
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PanTaLoons—To be gray jeans, same material as coat, with 
stripe of black cloth one inch wide down outside seam. 

ForaGr Cap.—Dark blue cloth, according to pattern, with 
initials **A. I. U.,’’ surrounded by wreath, all in silver. 

Cadets acting as officers and non-commissioned officers shall 
be designated by the following badges : 

Carratn—Chevrons of four bars of black cloth one-half 
inch in width, on each arm above the elbow, point up. 

LifkuTenaAnt—Chevrons of three bars, same material and 
pattern. 

Apsutant.—The Lieutenant’s chevron with an arch. 

QUARTERMASTER—The Lieutenant’s chevron with a horizon- 
tal bar. 

SerGeant—Chevrons of two bars, same material and pat- 
tern. 

First Serceant—Sergeant’s chevron, with a lozenge. 

Cotor SerGeant—Sergeant’s cheyron, with a star. 

Corrorat—Cheyrons of one bar, same material and pattern. 

Cotor Corroratr—In addition to Corporal’s chevrons, will 
wear upon both sleeves a star of black cloth two inches in 
diameter. 


Such uniform can be obtained in Fayetteville, and will be 
found more healthful and cheaper than ordinary clothing. 

Studeuts in all departments of the University are required 
to pursue not less than three distinct studies, and no student 
can drop or change studies without permission of the Faculty. 

All beneficiary and normal students should be present at the 
opening of the Autumn Term; and unnecessary delay, either 
of old students in returning or of new ones reporting, will 
lead to the forfeiture of their appointments. The strictest 
attention to study, and most exact punctuality in attendance on 
recitations, and all other duties, are made the conditions of 
every student’s continuance at the University. 
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RELIGIOUS AND MORAL CULTURE, 

Religious services are held every norning and eyening in the 
‘chapel. 

All students are required to attend these exercises, and also 
to attend the Bible Class, the exercises of which are held in the 
‘chapel on Sunday. Opportunities are afforded for attending 
church, and students are expected to attend the one of their 
‘choice at least once on the Sabbath. 

Will parents see that their children are furnished with Bibles 
on leaving home for the University ? 

EXPENSES. 

Board, including fuel, lights and washing, is obtained from 
$8 to $12 per calendar month. 

Day boarding can be had for $5 a month. 

All Beneficiary and Normal Students, on entering the Pre- 
paratory Department, and all new students, on entering any 
of the Collegiate Departments, are required to pay a matricu- 
lation fee of $5. 

Tuition is free in all the departments of the University 
proper. Students entering the Preparatory Department, with- 
out either Normal or Beneficiary appointments, ave required to 
pay a tuition fee of $10 per term, invariably in advance. 

No student will be enrolled till all fees are paid. 

Text books can be purchased in Fayetteville at publisher’s 
prices. : 

BOARDING HOUSES. 

Students are required to board at such places as are selected 
by the Faculty, and are under the supervision of the President 
of the University. No change of boarding-house will be 
allowed, except at the end of each term, unless under extraor- 
dinary circumstances, nor without the permission of the Presi- 
dent. This regulation does not apply to students who are 
residents of Fayetteville, but the parents of such students are 
expected to see that.they conform to the regulations of the 
University. 
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LABOR. 

An unlimited amount of remunerative labor cannot be prom- 
ised; yet as much as possible will be provided for such as 
desire to work. While it is true that several students have: 
paid their entire expenses in school by labor, it was done only 
by the closest economy. So far as the finances of the Univer- 
sity will permit, labor will be made remunerative ; the rate of 
wages being fixed from two to ten cents per hour, according 
to the character of the work performed and the efficiency of 
the worker. 

MEANS OF REACHING THE UNIVERSITY. 

Students may reach Fayetteville from the South by a daily 
line of stages from Alma, also from Van Buren and Fort 
Smith by daily lines of stages; and from the North by daily 
lines of stages from Pierce City and Neosho. Students on 
arriving at Fayetteville must report at oncé to the President of 
the University, and will be held responsible for their conduct 
from the time of their reaching Fayetteville, as much so as if 
already enrolled. 

DEGREES. 

Students who haye successfully completed the Classical 
Course are entitled to the degree of Bachelor of Arts ; those: 
who have completed the Scientific Course, to the degree of 
Bachelor of Science ; those who have completed the course of 
Agriculture, to the degree of Bachelor of Agriculture ; those 
completing the course of Civil or Mining Engineering, to the 
degree of Civil or Mining Engineer; those completing the 
course of Latin Letters, to the degree of Bachelor of Latin 
Letters ; those completing the course in Modern Languages, 
to the degree of Bachelor of Letters; those completing the 
course of English Letters, to the degree of Bachelor of Eng- 
lish Letters. 

Satisfactory examinations are required in all the studies of 
the several courses, in order to obtain the recommendation of 
the Faculty for the degrees indicated. 
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PRIZES. 


The Board of Trustees, at their June meeting, 

Resolved—That a gold medal be offered for the best decla- 

mation delivered by not more than four competitors among the 
gentlemen of the Sophomore Class; also a gold medal for the 
best essay by a lady of the Sophomore Class ; also a gold 
medal for the best original speech delivered by competitors, 
two from the Junior, aitd two from the Senior Class—all to be 
elected by the Faculty. 

Said medals to be awarded by the judges selected by the 
Board of Trustees. 

Mr. B. H. Stone, of Fayetteville, gives annually a gold 
medal, valued at $25, for the best essay written by a student 
of the University ; the Faculty of the University selects the 
subject, and prescribes the method of competition. 

The members of the Board of Trustees have also offered 
prizes in cash on competitive examinaiion among the students 
taking the Agricultural Course. For the best essay ‘ton the 
agricultural resources of the State,’”’ the first prize will be $25, 
for the second best, the prize will be $10. 

D. Appleton & Co., of New York, offer a prize of $25 to 
that Senior who has taken the highest standing in Mathematics 
during the four years of the Collegiate Course. 


LIBRARY AND READING ROOM. 

The University Library, though at present small, comprises 
some valuable works, and additions are constantly being made. 
The last Legislature made an appropriation of $1,000 for this 
purpose, and about 350 new volumes have been added this 
year. Nearly all of the newspapers of the State are kept on 
file in the Library, and students have access to them as well as 
the books, at certain hours each day. No Library fee is 
charged. 

LITERARY SOCIETIES, 

Two Literary societies (‘*Mathetian’’ and ‘*Philomathean’’ ) 

have been organized by students of the College Department 
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proper, and are in successful operation; the later is composed 
exclusively of young gentlemen.

The County Judges, who 
make the appointments, should prepare duplicate notifications 
of appointment, one of which will be forwarded to the Presi- 
dent of the University, and one to the Secretary of the Board 
of Trustees ; and in case the appointee fails to appear at the 
University within twenty days after appointment (except in 
case of sickness), he or she will be regarded as having declined 
the appointment, in which case it will be the duty of the Pres- 
ident of the Faculty to notify the person making the appoint- 
ment of such a failure, who will make another appointment as 
soon thereafter as possible, and such other appointee will be 
required to appear at the University as soon thereafter as pos- 
sible. The President of the Faculty shall continue to notify 
appointing officers till their respective number of appointees 
make their appearance at the University. 
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NUMBER OF BENEFICIARIES. 


It is provided in Section 18 of the Act of the General Assem- 
bly, establishing the University, that the Board of Trustees 
shall have power to ‘‘prescribe the grade and number of schol- 
arships, and prescribe the rules by which scholars who are to be 
admitted free shall be elected equally from the various parts of 
the State.’’ They have, therefore, made provisions for 350 
Beneficiaries, who will be entitled to four years free tuition, 
and 237 Normal students, who are also entitled to four years 
free tuition, who are apportioned among the several counties 
according to their respective populations by the United States

A SPLENDID OFFER. 


The Trustees of the Arkansas Industrial University have: 
fitted up the old building as a steward’s hall. A steward has 
been elected, who will receive at his table thirty-eight students 


in the building, at reduced rates, at per month, giving 
them good, healthy, but not luxurious food. There will be ¢ 
saving to each boarder of about $60 in the session. Students. 
who expect to get into the steward’s hall, must be on the 


ground the first of September. 
DEPOSIT FUNDS. 

Each student, on matriculating, will be required to deposit 
with the Secretary of the Board of Trustees the sum of five 
dollars, which will be returned when the one making the 
deposit shall have had an unbroken connection with the Uni- 
versity for three entire terms, or one full scholastic year. 

All students in Chemistry are required to make a deposit of 
$10 with the Secretary of the Board, to pay for chemicals, 
breakage, ete. So much of this sum as may be left after this 
outlay has been met, will be returned to each student. 


PROPERTY AND FUNDS. 

The property of the University consists of the proceeds of 
the munificent grant of land by Congress, the bonds of Wash- 
ington county, and the town of Fayetteville, the appropria- 
tions made by the State, and the University farm and lands— 
amounting in all to $300,000 in value. 

The bonds of the county of Washington, $100,000, and of 
the town of Fayetteville, $30,000, payable thirty years from 
date, with interest at the rate of eight per cent. per annum, 
have by the action of the Board of Trustees, become a portion 
of the permanent endowment of the University, and will be 
scrupulously held for that purpose.

ENROLLMENT. 


Attention is called to the following resolution of the Board 
of Trustees: 

Resolved, That the President of the Faculty require every 
student who appears at the University, to at once repair to the 
Secretary of the Board for enrollment, and that during the 
first week in each term he furnish the Secretary with a com- 
plete roll noting all Beneficiaries and Normals, and those in the 
Collegiate courses, and that no student be allowed to recite with 
any class, or enter the University until properly enrolled. 


DEPORTMENT. 


The Faculty may refuse to receive any applicant for admis- 
sion into the University, until he can prove a good moral char- 
acter, and whenever they are satisfied that the longer continu- 
ance of any student in the University is not beneficial to 
himself, or is injurious to his fellow-students (even though he 
may. be guilty of no gross violation of the College law), they 
may write his parents or guardian to withdraw him, and may 
proceed to dismiss him, should the request not be complied 
with. 

DISCIPLINE. 

It will be the aim of the Faculty, by kindness and good 
‘counsel, rather than by harshness and coercion, to induce the 
students to walk in the paths of rectitude. The Roll is gone 
over every week, and when a student is reported for neglect of 
study or moral delinquency, he is first interviewed by the 
President. Should there be no reform, the parent or guardian 
is notified that his child or ward is not doing well. If these 
measures fail to correct the evil, the pupil is quietly with- 
drawn. In cases of flagrant offenses, such as drunkenness 
and rowdyism, discipline will be prompt and summary. Pa- 
rents may rest satisfied that the University will not be per- 
mitted to become a nursery of vice and idleness. 
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As discipline to be effective must be uniform, just, impar- 
tial and final, no appeals need be made after a decision of the 
Faculty, to procure a reversal of that action, unless new evi- 
dence can be produced or clear proof can be given of error in 
the testimony upon which the decision was produced. 


WITHDRAWAL OF STUDENTS. 


Parents, or guardians, who wish to withdraw their children 
or wards from the University, should write to the President 
of the Faculty, stating their wishes. Unworthy students, 
sometimes, deceive the Faculty by pretending that their parents. 
desire them to return home, No honorable discharge will be 
given to a student under age, who is unable to produce the 
written application of his parent or guardian for his with- 
drawal.

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AN ACT 


To Regulate the Sale of Ardent Spirits Near the 


Arkansas Industrial University. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Stateof Arkansas: 

Section 1. Thatit shall be unlawful for any person to sell 
or give away vinous or ardent spirits within three miles of the 
Arkansas Industrial University, except the same be for medical 
purposes, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That no person shall sell or 
give away any vinous or ardent spirits within three miles of 
said University, unless he be a regular practicing physician, 
and not until he has signed and sworn to an affidavit before the 
county clerk of Washington county, and shall have the same 
duly recorded, which affidavit shall be in the following form: 
I, ———, do solemnly swear that I ama regular practicing 
physician; that I will not sell or give away any vinous or 
ardent spirits to any one unless it be for medical purposes, and 
believe the kind and quantity will be beneficial in the treat- 
ment of the disease under which the patient is suffering. 

Src. 3. Be it further enacted, That no one shall be excused 
from the penalty of this act who may, contrary to its provis- 
ions, sell, or cause to be sold, intoxieating drink, by reason of 
its being put up as bitters, mixed with drugs, or vended as ¢ 
medicine, except as provided in the foregoing sections. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That any person violating 
any of the provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and for each offense shall be fined not less than 
ten nor more than two hundred dollars, and this act shall take 
effect and be in force from and after its passage.

The Branch of the Normal Department of the Arkansas In- 
dustrial University was established by the General Assembly 
for the purpose of securing an adequate supply of properly 
trained teachers for the colored public schools of the State. 
Its terms, course of study, sessions, ete., correspond with those 
of the Normal Department at Fayetteville, and each county 
judge is entitled to appoint as many colored beneficiaries to 
the institution at Pine Bluff as his county is allowed, under 
the appointment, to send white ones to Fayetteville ; conse- 
quently the two classes of appointments do not interfere with 
each other. The expenses of a student at Pine Bluff, for 
board and washing, need not exceed $12 per month, and a 
number of those who have heretofore attended have managed 
to reduce their expenses very materially by labor.

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The Trustees of the Arkansas Industrial University have 
deemed it expedient to establish a Medical Department, to 
be located at the city of Little Rock, the Capital of the 
State. 

This Department is designed to afford the young men of 
the State and surrounding country facilities for the study 
of the science of medicine, and all its collateral branches, 
at home, without the great expense incident to long dis- 
tances of travel, and additional outlay unavoidable to stu- 
dents attending a course of medical lectures abroad. It is 
also believed that Arkansas offers unusual advantages for 
obtaining a thorough medical education. 

LOCATION. 

Little Rock is situated near the centre of the State. It 
has now direct railway communication with North, South, 
East and West. Other roads are in process of construc- 
tion or projected, so that within a very limited period, 
railroads will centre in Little Rock from all sections of the 
State.

The city has, also, during one-half the year, splendid 
water communication. It has a population of nearly 
25,000. It is built upon the south bank of the Arkansas 
River, upon a high, undulating bluff. Its drainage, there- 
fore, is natural and perfect, and its healthfulness superior 
to any city west of the Mississippi River. In it epidemics 
of any character are unknown. 

The Deaf Mute and Blind Asylums, State institutions, 
are located here. 

SESSION OF 1879 AND ’80. 

The First Course of Lectures commenced the first week 
in October, 1879, and continued to the 3d day of March; 
1880, and although a new institution, laboring under many 
difficulties, as all new departures generally do, Wwe had 
twenty-two regular matriculates; ove of whom received the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine. 

The Class was largely composed of students who had 
already been engaged in the practice of medicine, some for 
several years, and who, but for the establishment of a 
Medical College at home, would, in all probability, never 
have been stimulated to acquire a practical knowledge or 
even the fundamental principles of Medicine, but pur- 
sued the practice, as has been the custom heretofore, 
regardless of consequences. 

COLLEGE BUILDING. 


We are unable to present any magnificent and imposing 
edifice as the Medical Department Building, whose 
vastness and grandeur are calculated to inspire wonder 
and admiration in students. 

However, a large and commodious brick structure with 
iron and stone front, thoroughly modernized, and conven- 
iently situated, has been purchased, and its internal 
arrangements remodeled, for the express purpose of a Col- 
lege building. It is in all respects well adapted for prac- 
tical instruction. 
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HOSPITAL. 


The Hospital, under the management of the Ladies” 
Benevolent Association of the City of Little Rock, will 
afford ample material for all kinds of clinical instruction 
in medicine and surgery. The sick, injured and afflicted 
flock to this institution during the fall, winter and spring 
months from every section of the country, and students. 
will have an excellent opportunity to observe and study 
disease in allits various phases; as, also, to witness a large 
number of surgical operations. 

The construction of a new City Hospital is in contempla- 
tion. This will increase the advantages of students. 


ANATOMY. 

The General Assembly of the State of Arkansas passed 
an act legalizing dissection in the winter of 1873. This 
act is a generous one. No State in the Union possesses a 
more liberal provision for the prosecution of the study of 
anatomy. Any amount of material can be procured 
legally, with but a nominal expense to the student. This 
item alone is one of no small consideration to any zealous 
laborer in this Department. 

CLINICS. 

The past session has demonstrated the fact that there is. 
an abundance of material in the city of Little Rock and 
surrounding country for all kinds of clinical instruction. 

There will be a surgical clinic twice per week, which in. 
the number and variety of operations performed will. 
compare favorably with any of our larger institutions. 

The Eye and Ear Clinic is particularly instructive and 
will embrace a very extended variety of diseases in this 
special department. 

There will also be a Gynaecological Clinic. Clinical 
Medicine will receive special attention, and cases of all 
kinds of diseases will be practically exhibited and the. 
treatment in each instance given. 
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DISPENSARY. 


The Faculty have established a Dispensary, in connec- 
tion with the College, where Clinics will be held daily, and 
advanced students will have the benefit of Examining and 
Prescribing, under the direction of the Professors. This 
will afford facilities for practical instruction seldom offered 
at many other institutions. 

COURSE OF LECTURES. 

The Fall Course of Lectures in the Medical Department 
of the University will commence on Wednesday, October 
6th, 1880, and continue five months. 

These Lectures will be so arranged as to time, as to 
afford the student the greatest possible advantage. They 
will have an opportunity to prepare themselves upon the 
subject of each Lecture. 

PROSPECTS. 

The Medical Department of the Arkansas Industrial Uni- 
versity take an unusual degree of pleasure in making known 
to the Medical Profession of the Trans-Mississippi section of 
country the unparalleled success they have met with the 
past year, and to assure its friends and supporters that 
our next course of Medical Lectures will double if not 
treble our number of present matriculates. Starting de 
novo, unaided, and upon an extremely limited notice to the 
public, it has received a liberal patronage, which the char- 
acter of the instruction, and the opportunities offered, have 
proved advantageous to all concerned. The number of 
communications daily received, for special information ; the 
number of students that have access from time to time 
to the Medical College building, together with our yn- 
surpassed geographical centre, insures to this College an 
unusually large number of matriculates at its ensuing ses- 
sion. The Faculty cognizant of this situation and not un- 
mindful of the necessity of being fully prepared for the 
contingency of an extra large session, have already given 
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instruction for the improvements in the internal arrange- 
ment of the building to meet the exigency of the occasion. 
We do not pretend to offer students any advantages beyond 
those of a practical nature, but assure them, in advance, 
that our terms will be in every essential particular strictly 
adhered to. We would, however, request the medical stu- 
dents of the South and West to come here and see for them- 
selves before they go elsewhere. 


FACULTY. 


The Faculty is composed of medical gentlemen, residents 
of the city of Little Rock, who are well known, and who 
are personally well qualified for the position they have in- 
dividually been elected to fill. They are earnest workers 
in the cause of Medical Science, and will labor zealously to 
build up a Medical Department that will reflect honor 
upon the State. 


GRADED SYSTEM. 


The Medical Department of the University have deter- 
mined to establish a Voluntary Graded Course of three 
years. Anumber of Medical Colleges having extended the 
term of instruction an additional year, and as it will be the 
policy of this Department not only to conform to the de- 
mands of the times, but in each and every particular to 
keep full pace with the requirements exacted of the oldest 
institutions in the country, it has been decided to inaugu- 
rate, at once, the system of a three years’ graded course. 
No student will, therefore, receive a diploma unless he is 
thoroughly qualified in every branch of the course. Stu- 
dents who have had the most thorough preparation, and 
who satisfy the Faculty of their being well qualified for 
graduation, after a searching examination, will be granted 
a diploma when they have attended two full courses of Lec- 
tures, and have pursued their studies the full term of three 
years. 
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FIRST YEAR. 
Anatomy ; Practical Anatomy ; Physiology ; Chemistry. 


SECOND YEAR. 


Anatomy, Surgical and Practical; Practical Physiology ; 
Chemistry; Materia Medica and Therapeutics; Clinical 
Medicine and Surgery. 


THIRD YEAR. 


Surgery ; Practice of Medicine; Obstetrics and Gyne- 
cology; Materia Medica and Therapeutics; Ophthalmology ; 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery. 

At the end of each term examinations will be held in 
these Departments, and certificates of proficiency will be 
given to those who are qualified. 

This plan of instruction is earnestly desired. Students: 
who prefer to continue their studies on the repetitional 
system, can do so, but the Faculty strongly urge upon 
those whose means and opportunities permit, to avail them- 
selves of the increased advantages afforded by the Volun- 
tary Graded Course.

NORMAL DEPARTMENT. 


The design of this Department is to train teachers for the 
common schools of the State. 

Applicants must pass a satisfactory examination in the com- 
mon English branches, in order to enter this Department. 

In addition to a thorough knowledge of the branches to be 
taught, the work comprehends : 

1. Training in methods of imparting instruction in the 
branches to be taught. 

2. Methods of leading pupils to think and investigate for 
themselves. 

3. How to grade and organize the various kinds of schools. 

4. Government or discipline of schools. 

5. Duties of teachers as governed by School Law. 


APPOINTMENT Of BENEFICIARIES. 

By the law of the State, the appointments of students to 
this Branch College is the same as to the parent University at 
Fayetteville in numbers from each county of the State, and is 
vested in the County Courts, but any vacancies occurring dur- 
ing the terms of the school, shall be filled by the Judge of the 
County Court. 

All students thus appointed are entitled to four years free 
tuition, upon the payment of five dollars matriculation fee in 
advance, at the time of entering the school. 

The pupils which can be admitted to the Branch Normal 
College free of tuition, are apportioned among the several 
counties of the State according to their respective populations 
by the United States census of 1870, which apportionment is 
as follows :

EXPENSES. 

The expenses of a student at the Branch Normal College 
need not exceed the amount herein stated : 

Board in private families, including fuel, light and washing, 
ean be had for from ten to twelve dollars per month. A Nor- 
mal student pays five dollars entrance fee, which entitles him 
to free tuition for four years. 

Books may be purchased in Pine Bluff at the publisher's 
usual retail prices. Quite a number of students have paid a 
part of their board by labor in private families. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS. 

One of the great needs of the colored pupulation of Arkan- 
sas, is a supply of well qualified teachers for the country 
schools. The larger cities, Little Rock, Helena, Pine Bluff 
and Fort Smith, have sufficient resources to pay salaries that 
have attracted good teachers from a distance, but the country 
districts are, generally, in a deplorable condition. Many of 
these enjoy school privileges for only three or four months of 
the year, and the value of that privilege may be inferred from 
the fact that the school houses are, in general, destitute of 
blackboards, writing desks, and everything but a few benches

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to sit upon, while a considerable number of the teachers can- 
not write down a number containing two periods of figures 
correctly, or solye asum in simple subtraction. The estab- 
lishment of the Branch Normal College affords to teachers 
who are desirous of becoming better qualified to perform the 
duties of the position, an opportunity of doing so at a reason- 
able expense, without the necessity of going a long distance 
from home ; and already several of its students are alternately 
teaching, and being taught, and, oy this process, at once ben- 
efitting themselves and those around them. 

The records of the Institution show the names of about sixty 
of its students who engage in teaching either permanently, or 
during vacation, in the public schools of the State. 

Two of these students were elected to positions in the public 
schools of Pine Bluff, and taught therein during the last year, 
with good success. Others have assisted in the work of the 
Normal College itself and have rendered valuable assistance. 
The attendance at the school, during the last year, was also 
better than ever before, rendering it absolutely necessary to 
procure more suitable accommodationa for its use than those 
it has heretofore had. The Board of Trustees decided to meet 


this want by the erection of a suitable building, 


which will, it 
is hoped, be ready for occupancy by the time the school opens. 
The progress of the school, in the various branches of study 
pursued, was, also, very satisfactory, the First Grade having 
nearly completed Ficklin’s Algebra and Brook’s Normal 
Geometry, with a corresponding advancement on the part of 
the lower grades. 

In addition to the studies laid down in the course of study, 
there were daily exercises in vocal music, and a review of the 
International Sunday School Lessons; also, regular exercises 
in decliamation and composition. Several of the students have 
taken lessons on the Organ. A number of newspapers and 
educational puglications are regularly filed in the school room 


and are accessible to all the students.

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It will be of great advantage to the institution if the several 
County Judges will take a special interest in seeing that their 
counties are duly represented therein ; and act, in respect to 
that matter, as agent for the same.

In accordance with instructions of the Trustees, received by 
President Hooper, he organized a Faculty, consisting of eight 
medical gentlemen of prominence and standing in this commu- 
nity, as Professors in the various branches of Medicine, Sur- 
gery, etc., and seven Lecturers as assistants in special 
departments. [See First Annual Announcement. | 

The Faculty organized by the selection of P. O. Hooper, 
M. D., President, and R. G. Jennings, M. D., as Secretary. 

Owing to the limited time allotted to us necessary to pre- 
pare for a fall session of the school, it required every exertion 
possible of each member of the Faculty to make the opening 
course even a respectable success. We purchased, at an 
expense of five thousand dollars, a large and commodious brick 
and stone structure, thoroughly modernized and conveniently 
situated, which we have since remodeled internally to suit the 
requirements of the college. The first course of lectures com- 
menced the first week in October, 1879, and continued to the 
third day of March, 1880; and although a new institution, 
laboring under many difficulties, as all new departures gene- 
rally do, we have twenty-two regular matriculates, one of 
whom receives the degree of Doctor of Medicine. We flatter 
ourselves that the prospects for the school for a large accession 
of students for the next session, is remarkably good. 

We think as soon as the medical profession of the State 
become educated up to the fact that we have in our midst a 
Medical College, equal in standing to any of the schools belong- 
ing to the American Medical College Association, just so soon 
will they give it their unqualified support. We are all zealously 
working together for the accomplishment of this end. 

For more particular information I would respectfully refer 
you to the Second Annual Announcement, copies of which will 
be forwarded you in a few days.

The following, from the report of Prof. J. C. Corbin, of 
the Branch Normal, at Pine Bluff, was selected by the Com- 
mittee on Printing, to be published in the Report: 


To His Excellency, Gov. W. R. Miller, Chairman, Prof. 
W. #£. Thompson, Committee on Branch Normal College: 


GENTLEMEN—I Beg leave to submit the annexed report of 
the proceedings and condition of the Branch Normal College, 
for the year ending June 10, 1880: 

ATTENDANCE. 

As will be seen from the annexed list of students’ names, 
grades, residences, etc., the attendance for the present year 
has been greater than ever before, and embraces « larger num- 
ber of counties. There bas also been an increase in the 
number of appointments, all of which indications show 
that the school is gradually approximating to the condi- 
tions and purposes contemplated in its establishment. The 
the numbers in attendance, for each term of the school year, 
have been as follows, viz: First term, 70; second term, 112 ; 
third term, 91. The decrease in the last term being caused by 
the opening of the planting season and the country schools. 


DEPORTMENT. 


That the deportment of the students has been remarkaby 
good, is, I think, fully evidenced by the fact that among the 
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older student but one instance of disorderly conduct occurred, 
namely, that one student struck another during school hours. 


PROGRESS IN STUDIES. 


During the present year the first grade has nearly completed 
the study of the following text books, viz: Ficklin’s Algebra, 
(to theory of Equations), Brook’s Normal Geometry, Hark- 
ness First Book in Latin and Payson’s and Hannaford’s Book- 
keeping. The second grade has completed Anderson’s Junior 
Class History of the United States, Swinton’s Word Analysis, 
and Reed and Kellogg’s Graded Lessons in English, and nearly 
completed Fractions in Arithmetic. The third grade con- 
tinues the study of Robinson’s First Book in Arithmetic, Ap- 
pleton’s Readers and Monteith’s Comprehensive Geography. 

STUDENT TEACHERS. 


It has been a very difficult matter, with students coming 
from so many different schools, to preserve the proper grad- 
ing. Some who are well advanced in Arithmetic know almost 
nothing of reading, grammar or geography. In order to en- 
able the student to obtain the proper grade in all the branches, 
I have organized several extra classes, which have been in- 
structed entirely by student teachers, with occasional supervi- 
sion by myself. These classes have been of decided benefit, 
and have been well conducted by the teachers in charge of 
them. These classes [ have intentionally made small, on ac- 
count of the well known difficulty of commanding the attention 
of a large number of students. These classes have generally 
done well and been of decided advantage, not only to the 
pupils, but to the teachers. As a specimen of progress, I 
mention that one of these classes has reached equations of the 
second degree in algebra, and partial payments in arithmetic. 


STUDENTS ENGAGED IN TEACHING. 


During the last year a large number of the students engaged 
in teaching, and the opening of the country schools, usually 
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renders it necessary for quite a number of the students to 
leave before the close of the third term of the school year, in 


order to obtain positions.
